him a free agent. This rule was adopt- 
ed to protect players, and give them 
an 
opportunity to sign elsewhere 


after February 1 if their old club did 
not wish their services. 


Some 
clubs have 
been

around this clause by sending con- 
tracts to their old players and thus 
holding them to see whether they may 
get other players equally as good, or 
better, by the time the playing seasort 
opens. Managers have a right to 
re- 


lease players at will, and by using 
this means, may keep strings on their 
old players, and either retain them for 
the season or release them in accord- 
ance with thf manner the new mater- 
ial is developed or fails to develon.
